Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 
Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

The Interview Summary Form shall be given an appropriate Paper No., placed in the right hand portion of the file, and listed on the 
"Contents" section of the file wrapper. In a personal interview, a duplicate of the Form is given to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the 
conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephone or video-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the interview rather than with the next official communication. 

The Form provides for recordation of the following information: 

- Application Number (Series Code and Serial Number) 

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items: 

1) A brief description of the nature of any exhibit shown or any demonstration conducted, 

2) an identification of the claims discussed, 

3) an identification of the specific prior art discussed,

5) a brief identification of the general thrust of the principal arguments presented to the examiner, 

(The identification of arguments need not be lengthy or elaborate. A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not 
required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.) 

6) a general indication of any other pertinent matters discussed, and 

7) if appropriate, the general results or outcome of the interview unless already described in the Interview Summary Form completed by 
the examiner. 

Examiners are expected to carefully review the applicant's record of the substance of an interview. If the record is not complete and 
accurate, the examiner will give the applicant an extendable one month time period to correct the record.

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "Interview Record OK" on the 
paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

In a personal interview with Mr. Nykaza and Mr. Schlenz, the applicant representative, a proposal amendment to the 
claims was discussed (proposal amendment attached). 

First, the applicant proposes to rewrite claim 19 in independent form because Flinn fails to disclose fastener for 

adjusting a member between angular positions. At the instant, the argument was not persuasive. 

Second, the applicant proposes to amend claim 1 to include the limitations of claim 11 because Fayerman fails to 

disclose that the member is offset from a vertical axis. At the instant, the argument was not persuasive. 

Third, the applicant argues that Fleming "089 fails to disclose an adapter adjustably connecting the handle and the 

member, since element 101 of Fleming is part of the thumb turn member. At the instant, the claim language does not 

require that the adapter is a separate member. 

The applicant proposes to rewrite claim 26 so as to read like, "the member connected to an adapter, and the adapter 
being adjustably connected to the handle". 

At the instant, this language overcomes the current rejection in view of Allemann, as modified by Fleming. However, 
this new limitation will require further search and/or consideration..

Claim 19 

We propose to rewrite Claim 19 in independent form. Claim 19 is patentable 
because the secondary reference (Flinn) only discloses a mechanism usinj, fasteners Tor 
adjusting a member between different linear positions. No reference citec discloses .t 
using fasteners to define two different angular positions, as recited in Claim 19 and 
shown in FIGS. 3-7 of the Application. Note that the member first positk n and second 
position are defined as "angular" positions in Claim 1 . 

Claim 1 1 

We propose to amend Claim 1 to include the limitations of Claim 1 1. Claim 1 1 is 
patentable because Fayerman does not teach having a member offset fron* a vertical axis. 
The member (30) of Fayerman is symmetrical and thus has multiple defin ible 
orientations. One could say that the member (30) of Fayerman is a diamond shaped 
member that is aligned with the vertical axis. In contrast, as shown in FlOS. 3, 4, ami 6 
of the Application, the claimed member has a clearly definable orientatior , which is 
offset from ihe vertical axis. 

Claim 26 

Claim 26 is patentable because the secondary reference (Fleming) does not show 
an adjustable adapter. The alleged adapter (101) of Fleming is disclosed O be a portion 
of the thumb turn body (Col. 7, Lines 55-59), and thus, is not adjustable ir any way. In 
contrast, Claim 26 recites that the adapter "adjustably connects] the hand e and the 
member." This is also shown in FIGS. 5 and 7 of the Application. 

Claim 32 

We propose to amend Claim 32 to also include elements substantially identical to 
the elements of Claims 11,19, and/or 26, depending on the Examiner's agreeability. 

Claims 20-23 

We propose to cancel Claims 20-23. 
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
